f*  A  S  we  are  approaching  a  new  year  we  all  begin  to  plan  for  our  1928 
V  /\  gardens.  Of  course  we  want  to  make  some  new  additions  to  our 
“Glad  family.”  Although  the  American  Gladiolus  Society  adopted 
im  Jk  the  pronunciation  of  Glad-i-o-lus,  we  call  them  just  plain  ‘“Glads” 
and  like  this  just  as  well  if  not  better.  Considering  the  varied  colorings,  the 
lasting  qualities  and  ease  of  culture,  they  are  the  most  satisfactory  of  all 
summer  flowers. 


We  had  many  new  varieties  in  our  gardens  this  year,  most  of  them  listed 
herewith,  except  the  foreign  importations;  which  we  will  offer  later.  Many 
of  the  new  German  varieties  introduced  by  Mr.  Wilhelm  Pfitzer  were  very 
good.  Aida,  a  dark  blue  with  a  small  throat  blotch  of  red,  Krimhilde,  a  lovely

soft  pink  of  large  size;  Albatros,  a  pure  white  and  Troubador  a  deep  violet, 
although  not  as  good  color  as  Aida,  were  much  admired  by  visitors  this  year. 
Pfitzer  Triumph  the  largest  and  most  beautiful  red  in  existence,  Heavenly 
Blue,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Pfitzer,  Paul  Pfitzer,  Mrs.  Konynenburg  and  the  other 
outstanding  foreign  varieties  we  hope  to  offer  in  the  near  future. 

While  there  is  a  particular  charm  in  growing  these  varieties  from  other 
countries,  we  must  not  overlook  our  own  productions  in  this  country,  which 
are  equally  as  good.  Many  new  ones  introduced  this  year  are  very  extra-
